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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response the Applicant argument that diligence 
has been shown and therefore, no excuse is necessary. The Examiner respectfully submit that journal entries on a month-to-month basis is 
not sufficient enough to establish diligence and merely contemplating or considering the idea of using a portable computer to assists an 
emergency technician with receiving and transmitting patient information at the site of a emergency does not show digilence and the MPEP 
states "The work relied upon to show reasonable diligence must be directly related to the reduction to practice of the invention in issue" 
Naber v. Cricchi, 567 F.2d 382, 384, 196 USPQ 294, 296 (CCPA 1977), cert, denied, 439 U.S. 826 (1978). Furthermore, the above 
mentioned journal entries are on a month-to-month basis and the Applicant has not providing an acceptable excuse in order to account for 
time lapse between months and MPEP states "The period during which diligence is required must be accounted for by either affirmative 
acts or acceptable excuses" Rebstock v. Flouret, 191 USPQ 342, 345 (Bd. Pat. Inter. 1975). As such, it is submitted that the Applicant has 
failed to provide evidence with respect to works directly related to the reduction to practice of the invention and providing an acceptable 
excuse for the time lapse between months showing reasonable due diligence. Applicant's other arguments merely rehash issues addressed 
in the Final Rejection mailed 1/8/08, and incorporated herein. Thus, the finality of the previous Office Action is maintained. 
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
